Second Lesson Acts 13:1-5 

In the church atAntioch there were prophets and teachers: Barnabas, Simeon called Niger, 
Lucius ofCyrene, Manaen (who had been brought up with Herod the tetrarch) and Saul. 2 
While they were worshiping the Lord and fasting, the Holy Spirit said, "Set apart for me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work to which I have called them. " 3 So after they had fasted and 
prayed, they placed their hands on them and sent them off. 4 The two of them, sent on their 
way by the Holy Spirit, went down to Seleucia and sailed from there to Cyprus. 5 When they 
arrived at Salamis, they proclaimed the word of God in the Jewish synagogues. John was 
with them as their helper.

Repent and believe the good 
news!" 16 As Jesus walked beside the Sea of Galilee, he saw Simon and his brother Andrew 
casting a net into the lake, for they were fishermen. 17 "Come, follow me, " Jesus said, "and I 
will make you fishers of men. " 18 At once they left their nets and followed him. 19 When he 
had gone a little farther, he saw James son ofZebedee and his brother John in a boat, 
preparing their nets. 20 Without delay he called them, and they left their father Zebedee in 
the boat with the hired men and followed him.

Theme: "Leave Your Nets: A Dangerous Proposition, A Powerful Call" 

Confession of Faith: Nicene Creed
